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THIRTIETH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE 

Richmond  Public  Library. 


To  tJie  Mayor,  Aldermen ,  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of 
Richmond,  Surrey. 

Gentlemen, 

The  statistical  tables  for  1,910-11  included  in  this  report 
show  a  decided  advance  in  the  popularity  and  usefulness  of  tin; 
Library. 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  10,430  in  the  number  of 
books  issued  for  home- leading,  the  largest  increase  in  any  one 
year  since  the  Libia  y  was  established  80  years  ago,  whilst  a 
marked  improvement  is  shown  in  the  class  of  literature  read. 

The  number  of  novels  taken  out  continues  to  lessen,  the 
percentage  this  year  being  60,  the  lowest  ever  reached  in  this 
class.  The  increase  of  works  issued  in  Theology  and  Philosophy  ; 
Biography  ;  History,  Travels,  etc  :  Law,  Politics,  and  Social 
Economy;  Aris  (including  Music),  Sciences,  and  Natural  History 
are  the  highest  reached  since  the  Library  was  first  opened. 

This  satisfactory  w  salt  is  no  doubt  largely  due  to  the  action 
of  the  Committee  in  April  1910,  when  ii  was  decided  to  issue 
tickets  to  students,  available  for  classes  of  literature  other  than 
fiction.  During  the.  year  under  review- 5GS  of  these  tickets  were 
issued,  and  it  is  expected  that  as  the  privilege  becomes  more  widely 
known  the  demand  will  increase. 

There  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  volumes 
applied  for  in  the  Reference  Department,  but  the  books  on  t h ; 
open  shelves  seem  to  be  consulted  as  much  as  ever, 
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Since  the  completion  of  the  catalogue  of  the  Local  Collection 
referred  to  in  last  year's  report,  the  librarian,  with  such  time  as  he 
has  been  able  to  spare  from  his  usual  duties,  has  been  busy  com- 
piling a  Subject  Index  to  general  literature.  Subjects  at  present 
buried  in  volumes  of  essays  and  lectures,  etc.,  and  hidden  away  in 
works  the  titles  of  which  do  not  convey  to  readers  any  idea  of  the 
importance  and  interest  of  the  subjects  dealt  with,  have  been 
brought  out  and  indexed  on  cards.  These  have  been  arranged 
alphabetically,  and  by  this  means  the  staff  will  be  able  to  supply 
readers  with  valuable  information  which  otherwise  would  remain 
practically  unknown.  These  cards  are  in  fact  a  supplement  to 
the  printed  catalogue.  As  an  indication  of  the  ultimate  extent 
and  value  of  this  work  it  is  only  necessary  to  state  that  although 
only  two  classes  have  been  dealt  with,  viz.  Biography  and 
Miscellaneous  Literature,  the  subjects  indexed  already  number 
over  7,000. 

IssiieSi  The  total  issues  during  the  year  were  104,819  represen- 
ting an  increase  of  33  in  the  daily  average  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year's  returns.  The  statistics  for  the 
past  4  years  are  as  follows  : —

The  average  issue  for  Public  Libraries  in  Great  Britain  is  180  for 
every  100  of  the  population.  In  Richmond  the  average  is  287  for 
every  100  of  the  population.  As  regards  the  stock  of  books,  the 
Libraries  throughout  the  country  show  30  volumes  per  100  of  the 
population.    Richmond  has  a  percentage  of  95. 

Additions  There  have  been  743  additions  to  the  Library,  of  which 
to  Stock.  40G  have  been  placed  in  the  Lending  Department  and 
237  on  the  Reference  Library  shelves.  Of  these,  553  were 
purchased,  185  were  presented,  and  the  remaining  5  were  trans- 
ferred from  stock.  Deducting  6  volumes  withdrawn  from 
circulation  as  worn  out  and  useless,  there  is  left  a  total  of  34,932, 
a  net  increase  of  737  in  the  year,  and  a  total  increase  of  26,008 
sine  the  publication  of  the  firs!  Annual  Report  in  June  1882.

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The  337  additions  to  the  Reference  Library  include  108 
volumes,  6  views,  and  3  maps  relating  to   Richmond  and  district. 

Borrowers.  The  number  of  borrowers  to  whom  Lending  Library 
tickets  have  been  issued  during  the  past  year  was  1,896 
as  compared  with  1,893  the  previous  year.    The  actual 

number  of  tickets  in  use  on  the  31st  of  March,  1911,  was  3,238. 

Of  these  2,631  were  for  Richmond,  285  for  Kew,  23  for  Petersham, 

and  299  for  North  Sheen. 

Overdues.  The  fines  paid  by  borrowers  for  the  detention  of  books 
beyond  the  time  allowed  for  home  reading  realised 
£66  5s.  a  decrease  of  £3  5s.  lOd.  upon  last  year's  amount. 

Circulars  to  the  number  of  645  were  sent  out  for  the  return  of 

overdue  books,  26  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  falling  off  in  the  amount  received  for  fines,  notwith- 
standing the  large  increase  in  the  volumes  issued  is  at  first  sight 
difficult  to  reconcile.  It  is  however  explained  by  the  fact  that  in 
May  last  the  Committee  decided  to  stamp  the  date  of  issue  in  all 
volumes  handed  to  borrowers  for  home  reading.

News  Room  ar\d  These  rooms  which  are  frequented  as  much  as 
Reference  Room,  ever  prove  how  great  a  want  this  Institution 
supplies,  and  the  eagerness  with  which  periodi- 
cals of  the  better  class  are  enquired  for  and  used  testifies  to  the 
educational  value  of  these  departments. 

The  news  room  is  provided  with  24  daily,  121  weekly,  98 
monthly,  and  11  quarterly  papers  and  periodicals,  and  20  time- 
tables. The  reference  room  is  supplied  with  30  periodicals.  Of 
the  above  167  are  presented,  the  remaining  137  are  purchased  by 
the  Committee. 

There  is  also  in  the  news  room  an  open  cabinet  of  76  works 
of  reference  to  which  readers  have  unrestricted  access.  A  similar 
case  of  403  volumes  is  located  in  the  reference  room. 

Stocktaking.  At  the  usual  stocktaking  in  August  last  all  the  books 
were  accounted  for.  This  is  very  satisfactory  con- 
sidering   that  the  books   issued   for  home  reading 

amounted  to  over  98,000,    It  also  points  to  the  eitimation  in 

which  the  Institution  is  held  by  the  borrowers. 

Donations.  A  list  of  those  who  have  presented  books,  papers,  and 
periodicals,  etc.  appears  on  pages  14 — 17  of  this 
Report.    The  Committee  again  take  this  opportunity 

of  thanking  all  who  have  furthered  the  interests  of  the  Library,  by 

gifts  or  otherwise. 

Staff.  The  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the 

admirable  manner  in  which  the  Librarian  and  the 
members  of  his  Staff  have  worked  during  the  past  year  so  largely 
contributing  to  the  successful  result  attained.

THIRTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE 

Richmond  Public  Library. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of 
Richmond,  Surrey.

In  submitting  their  31st  Annual  Report  the  Committee  are 
glad  to  be  able  to  present  a  satisfactory  statement  on  the  continued 
popularity  and  usefulness  of  the  Library. 

Issues.       From  the  following  table  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a 
decrease  in  this  year's  total  issues  as  compared  with 
those  of  last  year. 

The  large  issue  in  1910-11  was  due  to  the  fact  that  in  April 
of  the  year  1910  the  Committee  decided  to  issue  students'  tickets 
available  for  classes  of  literature  other  than  fiction.  After  the  first 
12  month's  working  it  was  found  that  a  large  number  of  general 
readers  had  claimed  these  student's  tickets,  hence  the  exceptional 
rise  in  that  year's  issue.  After  the  novelty  had  worn  off,  however, 
these  general  readers  abstained  from  using  their  second  tickets  and

left  the  field  to  the  bona-fide  student,  the  result  being  the 
considerable  drop  in  the  number  of  books  issued  during  the  year 
under  review.

Additions  There  have  been  1,125  additions  to  the  Library,  of 
to  Stock.  which  663  have  been  placed  in  the  Lending  Depart- 
ment, and  462  on  the  Reference  Library  shelves.  Of 
these  786  were  purchased,  336  were  presented,  and  the  remaining 
3  were  transferred  from  stock.  Deducting  315  volumes  withdrawn 
from  circulation  as  worn  out  and  useless,  there  is  left  a  total  of 
35,742,  a  net  increase  of  810  on  the  year,  and  a  total  increase  of 
26,818  since  the  publication  of  the  first  Annual  Report  in 
June,  1882.

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The  462  additions  to  the  Reference  Library  include  104 
volumes,  1  manuscript,  48  views,  and  2  maps  relating  to  Richmond 
and  district. 

Of  the  volumes  purchased  13  per  cent,  were  works  of 
fiction  at  a  cost  of  £21.  On  more  serious  books  the  sum  spent 
was  £138. 

Subject  Index.  In  addition  to  his  ordinary  duties  the  Librarian  has 
been  able  to  add  considerably  to  the  number  of 
subject  cards  referred  to  in  last  year's  report.  Biography  and 
Miscellaneous  Literature  representing  some  7,000  entries  were 
compiled  during  1910-11.  In  the  year  under  review  Theology 
and  Philosophy  ;  Law,  Politics,  and  Social  Economy ;  and  a 
portion  of  History,  Voyages  and  Travels  have  been  dealt  with, 
representing  4,000  additional  cards  or  entries. 

BorrowerSi  The  number  of  borrowers  to  whom  Lending  Library 
tickets  have  been  issued  during  the  past  year  was  1,809, 
as  compared  with  1,896  the  previous  year.  The  actual  number  of 
tickets  in  use  on  the  31st  of  March,  1912,  was  3,135.  Of  these  2,538 
were  for  Richmond,  247  for  Kew,  36  for  Petersham,  and  314  for 
North  Sheen. 

In  addition  to  these,  356  tickets  were  issued  to  students. 
The  year  before  568  were  issued. 

Overdues.  The  fines  paid  by  borrowers  for  the  detention  of  books 
beyond  the  time  allowed  for  home  reading  realised 
£51  Is.  3d.,  a  decrease  of  £15  3s.  9d.  upon  last  year's  amount. 
This  falling  off  is,  no  doubt,  due  to  the  Committee's  decision  in 
June,  1910,  to  stamp  the  date  of  issue  in  all  volumes  handed  to 
borrowers  for  home  reading. 
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Repairs  Special  attention  was  given  to  binding.  The  brisk 
&  Binding,  circulation  of  books  in  the  Lending  Library  necessarily 
involves  considerable  wear  and  tear  in  this  Department 
as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  during  the  past  year  700  volumes 
were  bound  or  resewn,  whilst  about  2,500  were  repaired  by  the 
members  of  the  staff.  The  binding  account  amounted  to 
£59  6s.  8d.,  or  £25  2s.  more  than  last  year. 

News  Room,  The  Librarian  reports  most  favourably  upon  the 
&  Reference  general  conduct  observed  in  the  Library,  both  as 
Room.  regards  the  order  kept  by  the  visitors  and  the  care  of 

the  readers  for  the  books,  papers,  and  other  property 
Considering  the  frequently  crowded  state  of  the  rooms  this  is  very 
satisfactory.  The  news  room  is  provided  with  24  daily,  1 17  weekly, 
2  fortnightly,  97  monthly,  and  13  quarterly  papers  and  periodicals, 
and  21  time  tables.  There  is  also  an  open  cabinet  of  74  reference 
books  to  which  readers  have  unrestricted  access.  The  reference 
room  is  supplied  with  33  periodicals,  and  one  end  of  the  room  is 
occupied  with  open  shelves  containing  some  4L4  volumes  of 
reference  which  are  free  of  access. 

Stock-taking!  The  Library  was  closed  in  August  last  for  the  annual 
stock-taking  and  cleaning,  when  the  books  were 
carefully  checked  with  the  Stock  Book.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note
